At least, it looks thaj way to-day 
— though, of course, nothing is a 
settled fact until the bill now pend 
ing in both branches of the State 
Assembly is passed and approved 
by the Governor. 

The entire matter of the ne< 
this school was rethreshed and re- 
hashed, rehashed and rethreshed 
over and over again last Monday 
night, in the .pitol at 

rnond. 

Deaf people, who have spent the 
past five years biennially bringing 
the matter to the attention of the 
law-makers, went to Richmond 
Monday and spent the day "lobby- 
ing" ar>out the Senate and House, 
ng members to whom they did 
not. wait for the formality of an in- 
troduction, but going Straight up to 
the law-maker and with pencil and 
pad, the following interview took 
pi. 

" Are you a member of the legis- 
lature 
" y. 

" What counties or city do you 
represent?" 

" counties. " 

The .leaf lobbyist looked at his 
ad wrote: "There are six deaf 
and dumb and three blind colored 
children of school age in your 
counties. There is no school for 
them in the State and never has 
ss you provide the 
school, you will soon have a public 
charge on your people." 

The legislator generally d< 
any knowledge of the exit 
any such children in his counties, 
but the lists were pulled on him, 
showing not oidy the child's name,
